IN 10 COUNTIES [Solidarity Gains 


LOS ANGELES — Scrambling 
over themselves to adopt Los 
Angeles’ newest bit of Fascist 
law enforcement, ten Southern 
California counties began Tues- 
day; Nov. 11, an_ intensified 
drive ‘against transient unem- 
ployed with concentration camps 
as the proposed penalty. 

At the invitation of Roger 
Jessup, wealthy local dairyman 
and reactionary chairman of Los 
Angeles Supervisors, supervis- 
ors from San Bernardino, River- 
side, Imperial, San _— Diego, 
Orange, Ventura, Santa Barba- 
ra, Kern, and Los Angeles coun- 
ties, got together to make de- 
tailed plans of an extension of 
Chief of Police in Los Angeles 
James E. Davis’. last year’s 
“bum blockade” to take care of 
ithe entire Southern California 
| area. 

Before Gov. Frank F. Merriam 
now, is a request from these 
southern counties to make gen- 
eral over the entire State this 
“border patrol,” with the State 
‘police and military forces to be 
used. 

Significant in its implications 
is the decision of peace officials 
here that “any person found 
wandering about without mon- 
ey, or any visible means of sup- 
| port, can be apprehended under 
the State vagrancy law and can 
be convicted to a sentence in 
jail, or m a labor camp.” 

With Homer B. Cross, deputy 
Los Angeles Police Chief act- 
ing for the inter-county organi- 
zation as “co-ordinating director 
general,’ it was agreed by the 
group that only “experienced 
deputy. sheriffs, capable of dis- 
tinguishing between derisable 
and undesirable border arriv- 
als” should be assigned to the 
‘blockade service, 

motorized patrol is planned 

ith approximately 50 men per 
shift to be used. They will work 
in small groups, using automo- 
biles and having the legal sup- 
port of State and County stat- 
utes to aid them in their plans. 

Important in connection with 
this ‘legalization’ by illegal au- 
thorities' of State Border bar- 
riers, ate the plans under exe- 
cution now for five large “ref- 
uge concentration camps” in 
Southern California.

Demand Thaelmann’s Release! 
HAT Ernst Thaelmann, heroic. leader of 


the German Communist Party, has been 
removed from Moabit Prison, where he has 
been imprisoned since his arrest in 1933 
while awaiting trial, to a concentration camp 
“‘somewhere in central Germany,” seems to 
be fairly -well established, despite the strict 


censorship applied by the Nazis. 


The reason for this is that the Nazis have 
decided not to risk a repetition of the sen- 
which exposed the 
brutality and horror of the Nazi regime be- 
fore the whole world. The ‘evidence’ gath- 
ered for the Thaelman trial has collapsed. 

Thaelmann’s life has been saved so far 
by a world-wide storm of protest demand- 
ing. his release. His removal to an unidenti- 
fied concentration camp signifies that the 


‘threat to Thaelmann’s life is ‘now greater 


than ever. 

During the preparations for his impending 
trial—even though years elapsed before the 
first date for the trial was tentatively set- 
tled his whereabouts wére definitely known. 
This fact alone made it a little difficult for 
the Nazi butchers ‘to carry out their plans 
to murder Thaelmann, with world-wide at- 
tention centered on Moabit Prison. Now his 
removal to na unknown .place contains a 
sinister note. 

The collapse of thé legal case against 
Thaelmann must be widely publicized and on 
the basis of it the movement for his imme- 
diate release must be intensified and spread.

Hitler Wants Free Hand 
ALTHOUGH the contents of Hitler's latest 


note to London on-the proposed new 
Western European Pact, are still being kept 
secret, the general trend of its terms are au- 
thoritatively stated to’be to the effect that 
Germany can adhere to such a pact only if 
it is one of non-aggression and mutual as- 
sistance which admits of no exception. 


This means that none of the signatories 


‘take any hostile step against another. Should 


this happen the offending nation would be 
faced with the combined Action of the other 
signatories. .*. 

Hitler is thereby demanding a free hand 
in Eastern Europe. Under such a pact if 
Germany were to attack the Soviet Union, 
none of the Western powers could take any 
steps to. apply military sanctions against ‘Ger- 
many. 

In ‘effect this would make the Covenant of 
the League of Nations a scrap of .paper by | 
invalidating Article 16. It would at once de- 
stroy the possible effectiveness of the League 
of Nations as an in styument for collective 
security. :

A A Challenge to L. A. Trade

The Salinas ‘Strike 


| by an order to return to work by the officials of the Fruits and 
Vegetable. Workers Union, with the approval of the leadership 
of the State Federation of Labor. The inglorious record of Van- 
deleur, Shevlin, and Doss in the conduct of this strike bring 
out sharply the incompetence of conservative labor léaders and 
the fatal effects of a reactionary, red-baiting policy... This, far 
more than the vigilante terrorism of the growers, was responsible 
ior the defeat suffered. The workers braved tear gas and clubs 
and arrests, without*fear and yefused to be intimidated. Their 
courage aroused the admiration of the entire labor movement, 
which was aroused to active support throughout the state, as 
could be seen by the thousands of dollars in financial ‘contribu- 
tions that poured in. 

But what the vigilantes failed to do, the Sheviin-Doss tend 


the rank-and-file and especially against the militants; they dis- 
organized the strike apparatus and its leading committees; they 
assumed dictatoridl control and went on a rampage. They 
did what the growers were unable to do, when they raised the 
‘red scare” to divide the ranks of the workers. And finally, ~ 
when the strikers steadfastly rejected proposals to return to work, 
tantamount to a sell-out, they used the -whole power of the State 
federation of Labor officialdom to help them put an end to the 
strike without any guarantees to safeguard the strikers or the 
.uture existence of the union. . 

In all of this, Vandeleur took a part, direct and indirect, and 
is as fully responsible as the officials of the Fruit and Vegetable 
Workers Union. The possibility of winning the Salinas strike, or 
at least important concessions, was good. The whole State Fed- 
eration of Labor, through the decisions of its Sacramento con- 
vention, could have utilized its power to arouse a mass move- 
ment of support, to put into effect the ‘hot lettuce” ban, and 
vigorously push an effective boycott against scab lettuce. 

But all the militant speeches of Joe Casey, and Vandeleur, 
and others were forgotten after the Sacramento convention. A 
strike which was vital to the future development of an organi- 
zational campaign in agriculture by the State Federation of Labor 
was allowed to drift along for weeks, and only when it was 
too late, did Vandeleur call a special session of the Executive 
Committee of the State Federation, and then only after several 
Central Labor Councils had demanded some action. Coming as 
late as it did, the Executive Committee could do nothing to save 
the strike, but put the final stamp of approval on the proposal of 
Shevlin and Doss to send the strikers back to work, alongside 
of scabs, at the wish of the growers. —~ 

One of the most shameful episodes of the strike was the 
driving out of the Filipino workers who had taken solidarity 
action, from the strike headquarters, by the union leadership. 
The union. will pay dearly for this because such an outrage will 
not be easily forgotten by the Filipino workers, and it will be 
much more difficult to get the support of Filipino, Mexican and 
other field workers for the. Tinea and for an organizing cam- 
paign in agriculture. oe 

The militant and progressive members of the union must now 
gather their forces for the rebuilding of the union, for drawing 
the lessons of the struggle, for getting the rank-and-file reor- 
ganized to fight for democracy in the union, and to conduct: a 
iight against discrimination and blacklisting of union members.

The spread of this educational 
service is shown when we Jearn | 
that approximately 15 times as 
great a proportion of the Negro 
population is enrolled in high 
school in the District of Colum- 
bia as in Mississippi. 

Fewer School Days 

Figures for the 18 states that 
put Negroes in separate schools 
show a range in number of days 
in the school year from 185 for 
Delaware to 105 in Mississippi. 
In 1929 the difference in length 
of school term between Negroes 
and white schools was 25 days; 
in 1932 it was 29 days. In 1932 
the Negro children were able to 
attend 74.8 .jer cent of their 
term; the white children 88.4 per 
cent of their term. 

A comparison of the numbers 
of pupils per teacher in Negro 
and white schoels is significant. 
These figures are: Louisiana 29.7 
and 50.5; Missippi 27.6 and 50.5; 
Alabama 30.5 and 48.6; South 
Carolina 286 and 48.5; Georgia 
29.3 and 47.2; Arkansas 29.and

Before 1929, the busines sof becoming a writer was the busi- . 
ness of discovering how to fit onesélf into this absurd and illogical 
situation. Those who studied how to become successful studied 
how to produce the kind of writing the publishers wanted. The . 
works of “successful” and highly paid ‘writers were studied scru- | 
pulously by the novices who sought in evefy way to imitate 
and duplicate their mechanical insincerity. ° 

In the writings themselves, the same psychology was reflected; 
“Life” was depicted as a fixed, certain, immovable, eternal quan- 
tity, and the problems of the various characters were concerned 
with how they could or could not fit themselves into this pattern. 

s & 

AT THE PATTERN was a little crazy and twisted, most 

writers unhesitatingly admitted. Nevertheless, “the art Of - 
life, as they saw and depicted it, was how to fit oneself ‘into it 
and make the most of it. 

After 1929, a radical chafige began to manifest itself through- 
out the literary woftld. A néw viewpoint was rapidly coming tq 
the fore. Writers began to view the situation—not as how one 
could fit oneself into’ the pattern of life, but how human beings 
eould CHANGE the pattern of life to better suit. their needs and 
interests. 

Many writers yielded to this new and more sensible idea of 
“change the world” without fully realizing the political. implica- 
tions it involyed. They did not completely realize that the only | 
way the world—the system—the pattern of life—could be changed 
was to change from Capitalism to Socialism. 

The industrialists and bankers, who control the publishing. 
world, along with the rest of industry, became very much ~ 
alarmed by this situation. In fact, today they are so much 
alarmed that they are anxious to suppress any mention of chang- 
ing the world. Such a change is the last thing they ever want 
to.see come about. 

This new: viewpoint naturally enters into the attitude with — 
which a writer surveys his own profession.. The writer no longer 
regards his task as one o fhow to fit himself into the present 
very illogical and unsatisfactory arrangement which governs 
the relations between writer, publisher and reader. He ‘now 
views the situation as one of how can be change this unworkable 
and undesirable state of affairs. 

Certainly he cannot do it by himself. Hence, the writer, 
that traditionally individualistic person whom the general public , 
has regarded as half-hermit,. half-God, and half-cracked, is coming 
out of his hole and eae 

Ths is an extremely important development fas regards the 
general public, Whatever concerns the writer concerns the public 
a thousand times more. If a writer writes a‘ dull book, it means 
the waste of one only man’s time, so far as his end is concerned. . 
But when it reaches the public, it wastes the time of thousands 
of people who’ unsuspectingly try to read it. 

Organized, socially conscious writers means that all those- 
workers and professional people who have come to the conclu- 
sion that THE WORLD and not MAN must be changed, have a

BARCELONA, Spain — Ade- 
quate defenses have’ been work- 
ed out by the government here, 
which are said to make not-only 
the city secure against Fascist: 
invasion, but largely also the 
whole of Catalonia. 

Fascists have been absent from 
Catalonia since July 19th, when 
the workers of Barcelona crushed 
the attempted rebel “putsch” in 
swift action. 


Latest reports from the Zara- 
goza and Huesca fronts indicate 
the Fascists are being easily 
pressed back. 

Defense of Barcelona is bound 
up with the defense of Catalonya,. 
with its 240 miles of coast-line, 
largely rugged, and its terrain 
studded with wave upon wave of 
mountain valleys, through which 
runs a crisscross of roads that at 
many points go through canyons 
and gorges. 

River Barriers 

There is no river bed the Fas- 
cists could follow, as they did 
along the Tagus in the advance

| LOS ANGELES—WPA admin- 
istration officials announced here 
November 4 that approximately
